It not only 
commends the admirable volume which it so 
eloquently prefaces, but must draw out the 
hearts of all who look upon it toward the 
French people, and especially toward French 
women, whom we can help to know and love 
the Bible. 


THE Rev. Robert Irwin, D.D., lately of 
San Francisco, Cal., and prior to that a mis- 


sionary in the Laos country, under the Pres- 


byterian Board of Foreign Missions, has been 
appointed assistant agent of the Society in 
Siam for Siam and Laos, and sailed for Bang- 
kok on August 2d. Dr. Irwin goes, therefore, 
to this work not as a stranger, but with sev- 
eral years of experience which admirably 
qualify him for what he now undertakes. 

Tidings reach us of a marked increase of 
interest in religious things, and especially in 
the Bible, from the Laos country, so that Dr. 
Irwin’s coming is particularly opportune, and 
we trust to hear from him ere long some re- 
ports of his first experiences. It was necessary 
for him to sail very promptly after his ap- 
pointment, so that we could not secure from 
him further data as to his history; otherwise 
we should be able to present to our readers a 
tather more detailed statement as to his life 
and labor. 


WE publish the usual table of receipts from 
the four principal sources during the month 
of July as compared with July, 1910, and for 
the first four months of the fiscal year as com- 
pared to the same period in 1910. The latter 
table shows a very large increase in the total 
t 


receipts, most of which, however, comes from 
legacies. There is an increase in church col- 
lections and in gifts from auxiliaries for the 
four months of the present year. The receipts 
for July are not so encouraging. Itis proba- 
ble that the intense heat, which has seriously 
interfered both with commercial and religious 
activity, may have something to do with this:

WE announce with deep regret the death of 
the Rev. Dr. John Thompson at Oakland, Cal., 
on Friday, August 11th. The readers of the 
RecorpD will know that Dr. Thompson was 
identified with the American Bible Society for 
nearly half a century, first in Illinois, then in 
Indiana, and for thirty-three years on the 
Pacific coast. To spend a third of a century 
on the Pacific coast in such a period in its 
commercial, social, and religious development, 
giving his whole time to the distribution of 
God’s Holy Word, is a service the value of 
which no one can estimate. His record is on 
high and his works do follow him. 

Dr. Thompson was identified with the Cali- 
fornia Bible Society until the time when it 
became, by the vote of its Board of Managers, 
the foundation of our present Pacific Agency. 
Just a year ago his beloved wife was taken 
from him, and now God has called him to his 
reward. 

He is one of the corps of faithful agents, 
most of whom have now passed away, who 
did faithful service to the Society in former 
days. 
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Tribute of the Board of Managers to the Memory 
of the Late President Brouwer 


HEOPHILUS ANTHONY BROUWER, 
thirteenth President of the American Bi- 
ble Society, died in his home in New York City 
June 15, 1911, in the eight-fifth year of his age. 
The*Society is bereaved indeed in the loss 
of one who had servedit as Manager and Vice- 
President and President for nearly one half of 
its entire history. 

Identified with Christian work from his 
youth, he early came into the Young Men’s 
Bible Society of New York, now the New 
York Bible Society, and was for a number of 
years its efficient president. 

In 1867 he was elected a Manager of the 
American Bible Society, and his knowledge of 
the local work broadened into an intelligent 
and enthusiastic interest in the world move- 
ments of the Parent Society. 

He was assigned to the Committee on 
Agencies, then in charge of the foreign field, 
and he became its Chairman. He was a most 
punctual attendant on the monthly meetings of 
this Committee and the Board. He mastered 
every detail of these great agencies, and by 
his experience arrived at an almost infallible 
judgment as to the course to pursue in critical 
occasions in the development of this far-reach- 
ing work of the Society. Under his chairman- 
ship of this Committee the beginnings were 
made in the adaptation of the method so suc- 
cessful abroad to the needs at home. 

For a decade during the last years of the 
Presidency of Judge Enoch Q. Fancher and 
the Presidency of Dr. Daniel Coit Gilman, he 
served as the usual presiding officer at the 
monthly meetings of the Board of Managers. 
His acquaintance with parliamentary usage, 
his fairness and courtesy, his dignity, made 
him a distinguished presiding officer. He 


took nothing from but added to the traditions 
which have given to these,Board meetings a 
distinction that is unusual. 

It was most natural for Mr. Brouwer to be 
chosen to the Presidency in May, 1909, to fill 
the vacancy occasioned by the death of Presi- 
dent Gilman. 

During these years since his election, among 
the most critical years in the Society’s history, 
President Brouwer was most unremitting in 
his attention to allits affairs. He lived to see 
its efforts crowned with unusual tokens of 
public appreciation and to rejoice greatly in 
these successes. 

His faith in the Society rested back in his 
unshaken faith in the Holy Scriptures, in the 
Church of Jesus.Christ, and in his divine 
Saviour and Lord. 

In his early youth he joined the Church of 
his fathers, the Reformed (Dutch) Church, the 
oldest religious organization in the City of 
New York, and was for more than a quarter 
of a century the Treasurer of its Collegiate 
Church Corporation. 

He was actively engaged in the formation 
of the Young Men’s Christian Association, he 
was conspicuously identified with the Port 
Society, the National Temperance Society, 
and many other religious organizations. His 
whole life was spent in the service of the 
Church and its institutions. This service was 
not formal, but flowed forth from a living ex- 
perience of fellowship with his Redeemer, to 
whom he loved to bear witness whether in 
private conversation or in public address. 

By his spotless character and by his fidelity 
and industry he lived a life that shone out in 
this great city as a marble pillar in the true 
temple of the living God. 


Histoire de la Bible en France 


UR readers are indebted for the following 

article to Mr. Fernand Cattelain, a French- 

man by birth and for years connected with the 

French branch of the Y. M. C. A., New York 

City. Mr. Cattelain now is going to the French 
West Indies to undertake Bible work there. 


Few persons know anything at all of the 
influence the Bible exerted in France for’ cen- 


turies, and still fewer would ever think of. 


a book on the history of the Bible in France. 


This is, however, what has been done by Pas- 
tor D. Lortsch, general agent of the British 
and Foreign Bible Society. No man could be 
better selected for such a work. With an in- 
defatigable zeal and painstaking, the learned 
agent has put into his work an undying enthu- 
Slasm in trying to stimulate a love for the 
Book among the French people. He has 
popularized facts known before only to stu- 
dents or theologians. Thus we find that the 
first book printed in the French language, of 
which we have any knowledge at all, was a 
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oiblical dictionary, written in the year 768, 
sand called ‘‘Glossaire de Reichenau,’ Strom. 
khe name of the discoverer, Reichenau. We 
sare also astonished to learn that in a period of 
four centuries and a half over 2,500 editions 
of the Bible were printed in the French lan- 
msuage, some of these having as many as 
100,000 copies! 

That was the time in the history of France 
ywhen princes and kings alike delighted in pos- 
sessing a Bible—one of them, Philippe le 
‘Hardi, paying as much as 6,000 gold ecus for 
xa copy! No wonder that Admiral Coligny 
scould say to Queen Catherine de Medicis that 
mearly half of France was turning to Protes- 
tantism. The Word of God was again prov- 
ing that He was life and that that life was 
the light of men. But in France also it was 
‘born to be a “‘sign provoking wars and con- 
tradictions.’’ The light was too much; it 
‘must be extinguished at.all cost. Rome had 
-given the word. It did not stop its perse- 
‘cutions until Protestantism had died out of 
‘France. 

Had that country accepted the Book as 
‘England did, there is no telling how far-reach- 
ing the moral influence of its people would 
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have been, considering the fact that they are 
quick to assimilate ideas and to give new 
ones to the world. ‘“‘France needed more the 
Bible than the Bible needed France.’’ While 
the German and the English authorized ver- 
sions were real monuments of literature, the 
French version was perishing, being the book 
of a small minority ruthlessly persecuted. 
During the period of time covering the revo- 
cation of the Edict de Nantes and the Revo- 
lution, Bibles were so rare that it was difficult 
to obtain a copy in that country. Faith was 
gone, for Protestantism without the Bible is a 
dead thing. 

Since the beginning of the last century a 
new. Bible era has come over France. The 
British and Foreign Bible Society has done a 
marvelous work in that country through its 
colporteurs. Other societies have come in and 
are helping toward spreading the Gospel 
among French homes, the American Bible 
Society being one of them. 

We wish to congratulate Pastor Lortsch on 
his beautiful work. The fact that over 1,200 
subscribers pledged themselves to take a 
copy before the book was out of the press 
shows the interest in such a work. 


Some Brazilian Items 


R. TUCKER sends us from Brazil a 

recent report of one of his colpor- 
teurs, and with it some notes furnished him 
by the Rev. E. A. Jackson, a Baptist mission- 
ary in Brazil. Our Baptist brethren evidently 
find the same experiences that our own col- 
porteurs frequently meet with. Both show 
the continuing prevalence of religious intol- 
erance even in Brazil, a comparatively en- 
lightened country. Mr. Tucker was recently 
received with great cordiality at the Baptist 
Conference held at Campos. A collection was 
taken up at the suggestion of one of the na- 
tive Baptist pastors in response to Mr. Tuck- 
er’s address, amounting to $16. Such frater- 
nal relations on the mission field are highly 
gratifying. Our colporteur writes as follows: 


Bible Work in Maranhao 

I send you a short account of a visit which 
I have just paid to an interior town called 
Rosario. 

Taking advantage of the school holidays, Wf 
took ship for Rosario on Thursday, June 8th, 
and after a pleasant though slow voyage by 
river, arrived on Saturday morning. Looking 


to God for guidance as to lodging, I was led 
to the shop of a Syrian, whom I had pre- 
viously made acquaintance with in Maranhao. 
He and his wife gave me a hearty welcome, 
and my stay in the place was made all the 
more enjoyable by their kindness while they 
entertained me, refusing to accept anything 
in the way of payment. 

I was made to feel my own weakness and 
the great forces of the prince of darkness dur- 
ing that first day of my visit. First I encoun- 
tered a procession of women and children col- 
lecting alms for the poor. Several of the 
women carried drums, which they were beat- 
ing vigorously, and they sang as they went. 
They were about the streets allday. Atnight 
there was more drum beating, as the people 
sang and ‘‘worshiped”’ the “‘divino Espirito 
Sancto,’’ standing around a tall pole. At 
night, as I walked about, I saw the usual 
lighted candles in front of the images in 
nearly all the houses, and was grieved to hear 
immoral talk and the so frequently serving 
exclamation, ‘‘diabo!’’ To add to the pain- 
ful description, the Syrian’s wife said that it 
was impossible to’find an honest cook. Dur- 
ing my stay I did not meet with one true be- 
liever, although some of the people by their 
conversation seemed to have the spark of 
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faith which makes the ‘““smoking flax’’ that 
“he will not quench.” 

Sunday afternoon was spent in visiting and 
reading God’s Word to some families outside 
the town living along the new railway line 
which is in construction. 

On Monday the work of selling the Scrip- 
tures was commenced, and many were the ex- 
clamations of surprise at the cheapness of the 
books, and the people readily bought the 
‘‘ story of Jesus Christ ’’ (the Gospels), or the 
“story of Jesus Christ and the Apostles”’ (the 
New Testament). By Tuesday afternoon my 
stock of books had run out, and I had practi- 
cally gone the round of the small town. 

Passing by the church in the evening, I 
stopped to watch the proceedings as evening 
mass was chanted. It was the day of Sado 
Antonio, and the church was well filled At 
the conclusion of the mass the people sang 
the hymn to Sado Antonio as follows: 

‘*Saint Anthony, of Jesus beloved, 

Help me, Anthony, with your patronage.’’ 
Sao Antonio, as a native believer explained 
to me, is the saint to whom the people apply 
for help when they lose anything. 

And then followed the solemn warning to 
the people, of which I caught the following 
sense: ‘‘A young man has been about in this 
town selling Protestant books. They are 
small books without images. Those who 
have bought any such books should burn 
them or tear them up.”’ 

A steamer passing the next day, I returned to 
Maranhao, and still remember the look of disap- 
pointment on the face of aman who, at the mo- 
ment of my embarking, came down to the shore 
to buy a New Testament and could not be sat- 
isfied because I had not even one copy left. I 
had even given my own copy toa young man. 

The total of Scriptures distributed is 8 
Bibles, 58 New Testaments, and 210 Gospels. 

I thank you for your liberal supplies of the 
Scriptures and ask for the prayers of all 
friends to ‘“‘water’’ the seed sown. 


The Rev. Mr. Jackson writes as follows: 


Bible Work in the Santa Rita Field 


In March, 1909, owing to broken-down 
health, I had to leave Santa Rita with my 
family for a furlough in the United States. 
The breakdown was so sudden that not even 
a native worker could be obtained to remain 
on the field in our absence. 

In the beginning of August two Franciscan 
friars came to hold a mission in Santa Rita. 
They did what they could to incite the people 
to violence against the Protestants. They 
also sent out agents to collect all the Bibles 
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the Catholic church and filled the branches 
with leaves from the Bibles. As everything 
went up in flames the friars themselves started 
the shout, ‘‘ Death to the Protestants! Long 
live the Catholic Church!’ Atthe same timea 
can of kerosene was sent to the Baptist house 
of worship with an order tq set fire toit. With 
great difficulty, and suffering insult, the judge 
hindered them from burning the house. 

Ten days after the Bible burning a coronel, 
who had been one of the leaders in the burn- 
ing, was shot down by Catholics out of revenge 
for a murder committed by his son. A few 
days later a son of the murdered coronel in- 
vaded the town with about a hundred bandits, 
killing two Protestants, robbing and plunder- 
ing. What could not be carried off was burned. 
As he had a grudge against the priest, he plun- 
dered his house and destroyed his library. 
Strange to say, the only books which were 
spared were his Catholic and Protestant Bibles. 
The bandits also destroyed the furniture and 
burned the Bibles belonging to the Baptist 
church. 

Order has been restored. Much of the 
church furniture has been replaced, and quite 
frequently the large house is filled with atten- 
tive listeners to the preached Word. 

During the months of March, April, and May 
some thirty Bibles and many portions of the 
Scriptures were sold in and around Santa 
Rita. This was accomplished in the midst of 
many other occupations. Only a very partial 
canvass was made. We trust in the Lord that 
it is but the beginning of a great interest in 
the study of the Bible which will spread all 
over that section. 


Pilao Arcado 


We spent the last days of May in this town. 
During the eight days six meetings were 
held im the town hall and two in private 
houses. We had with us four Bibles and six 
Testaments. Though we had already sold 
many copies of the Scriptures in this small 
town, the books we had were all sold, and 
there was such demand for others that we had 
a small box sent to a friend there. 

The postmaster, who tore up tracts when 
we first went there, bought a Testament, and 
others who had been persecutors bought 
copies of the Scriptures. Through Bibles 
which have been sold there and in the Cura- 
nata many have been awakened in a populous 
district. to the north—Brejoda Serra—and 
several are awaiting opportunity to make 


_ public confession of their faith in Christ. Let 


us sow beside all waters. If we sow abun- 


dantly, there will be an abundant harvest. 
What a joy and privilege it is to sow the good 
seed of the Kingdom —the Word of God. 


they could. Having gathered some Bibles 
and many tracts, they set up a tree in front of 
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R. JORDAN, our Agent for the West 
Indies, has been visiting Haiti, and 
iinding the conditions of the country such as 
to make his work temporarily impossible, has 
returned to Porto Rico, from which he sends 
ithe following report: 


I am back in Porto Rico about three weeks 
seatlier than I had anticipated, owing to the 
‘revolution in Haiti making work in that coun- 
try impracticable at present. I wish there 
ywere Some way of impressing upon the out- 
sside world a sense of the reality of the actual 
scondition of the masses of that country. I 
took the French boat from Santiago de Cuba 
‘to the port of Aux Cayes, where I changed to 
‘the German steamer “ Prisident,’’ which was 
on its way to Portau Prince. At this port the 

“Prisident,’’ which carries a United States li- 
-cense for 144, including passengers and crew, 
‘took on some 800 so-called soldiers. Govern- 
‘ment officials had been scouring the country, 
arresting everyone on whom they could lay 
hands, and hustling them down to the wharf for 
shipment. They-were of all ages and physical 
conditions; from thethirteen or fourteen-year- 
old boy to the toothless, white-headed old man 
—practically all a ragged, barefoot lot, know- 
ing nothing of handling weapons of any kind. 

At Port au Prince I learned that conditions 
were such that no colporteurs could be found 
who would attempt to leave their own town. 
The whole country was ona war footing. All 
the male citizens, including doctors, lawyers, 
and school-teachers, were summoned to pass 
the night at the military posts. Fear of trav- 
eling through the country is not on account of 
the people generally, but of the army and 
government officials, who are forcing into 
service everyone whom they dare molest. By 
packing my luggage on mule-back and cross- 
ing the mountains between Port au Prince and 
the southern port of Jacmel, I was able to 
catch the same steamer for Santo Domingo. 
At Leogane, the only town passed between 
Port au Prince and Jacmel, I spent a good part 
of the day, and saw the poor country people 
being brought to town, with their hands tied be- 
hind them, sometimes several tied together, 
and being thrown into jail, where they were en- 
tirely dependent upon their friends for food 
until such time as they (the officials) could get 
enough together to sendto the front. Near 
this place some of the country people had re- 
sisted arrest, killing one of the army officers, 
and escaping tothe mountains. The general in 
charge ordered their houses destroyed, arrest-

ed their women and children, and threw them 
into jail with the men at Leogane, hoping that 
the delinquents would give themselves up in 
order to secure the release of their families. 

Through the mountains from Leogane to 
Jacmel, although nearly every bit of the landis 
under cultivation, yet very few men were to be 
seen, those who had not been taken being in 
hiding. AtJacmel, when calling on the géneral 
of the ‘‘arrondissement,’’ he justified himself 
by saying: ‘‘Our citizens must serve their 
country. If they will not do it voluntarily, 
they must be forcedtodoso. Icannot employ 
strangers in our army.’ At’ present indica- 
tions are that there will be a speedy change 
of government. As there seems to be no par- 
ticular leader, but a general dissatisfaction, it 
is to be hoped that they will be governed by 
commission, in accordance with the constitu- 
tion, until general elections can be observed. 

At Santo Domingo I found the colporteurs 
who were sent from here on the 4th inst. 
very much encouraged with the reception they 
were receiving, having sold over eleven hun- 
dred books in two weeks. In fact, there was 
danger of their running out of books before 
we could get any more to them; hence, in- 
stead of staying a couple of weeks in that re- 
public, as I had intended, I came on to Porto 
Rico, and Mr. Coleis going to join them early 
in August, taking with him sufficient books 
for the next six weeks or two months. 

I am enclosing the report of Porto Rico, 
and also that of the rest of the Agency, for 
June. You will note that in Porto Rico we 
reached a total of 5,454 books. While the 
books are largely portions, yet the book, “‘Los 
Evangelios,’ has by far a larger circulation. 
I had asked the men to try for five thousand. 
They have alldone splendidly. You will note 
that the expense item is heavier than usual. 
This is accounted for by the fact that we havé 
been reaching towns distant from the railroad 
which had not hitherto been worked. We 
have now nearly completed the canvass of all 
the towns and villages of any importance in 
the island, and are reducing our staff of work- 
ers. Two of the men from Porto Rico have 
already beensentto Santo Domingo. Mr. Cole 
follows them in a few days, and for the month 
of August we shall have but three workers 
left in Porto Rico. We have already pur- 
chased a horse for one of these, in order that 
he may devote himself to country work. 
Having pushed the work for the first half of 
the year in Porto Rico, we shall now pay spe- 
cial attention to other parts of the field. 
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The Year in the Southwestern Agency 


HE Rev. J. J. Morgan, who is somewhat 
newly come to the Southwestern Agency 
as Agency Secretary, reports a distribution 
during the year of 29,953 Bibles, Testaments, 
and portions, in the states of Texas, Louisi- 
ana, Arkansas, and Oklahoma. Mr. Morgan’s 
own share of this work began late in the year 
1910. The total circulation since the founda- 
tion of the Agency in 1907 is 67,150 copies. 
Forty-three persons were employed as col- 
porteurs andcorrespondents, who spent 20,606 
days traveling 2,936 miles and visiting 37,148 
homes, of which 16,496 were without the Word 
of God. 
We have only room-for a few extracts from 
the full report, which will appear in the forth- 
coming Annual Report of the Society. 


The Field . 


Texas alone presents sufficient needs to em- 
ploy the efforts of an entire Agency. From 
Texline on the northwest to Brownsville on 
the south is 740 miles, and from El Paso on 
the west to Marshall on the extreme east is 
740 miles. With her great coast line on the 
south, fronting the prospective Panama Canal 
and providing the nearest deep-water harbors 
for the United States; with Galveston already 
the fifth port of entry for immigrants; with 
train loads of homeseekers coming in from 
every direction to settle by colonies the great 
cattle ranches now being opened; and with 
Mexican settlers to the number of more than 
300,000, the need for the Bible in Texas to 
save her from being foreignized and un-Chris- 
tianized is greater than we of the Southwest 
dare believe. Out of a population of 3,896,- 
542 (an increase of 27.8 per cent in the last 
decade), we have about 85,000 Bohemians and 
Poles, 60,000 Scandinavians, 30,000 Italians, 
and 325,000 Mexicans. 

Oklahoma commands special attention be- 
cause of her 100,000 American Indians, the 
tribes being largely divided among Creeks, 
Cherokees, Choctaws, and Chickasaws. The 
problems of frontier life in Oklahoma are 
very similar to those of west Texas. 

In Arkansas the lumber camps of the south 
and east portions and the mountain districts 
of northwestern Arkansas are most needy 
fields. Startling facts are given us by our 
colporteurs of neglected education and igno- 
rance found in many homes. 

The 240,000 French and 50,000 Italians, 


nearly all of Roman Catholic faith, constitute 
our chief problem in Louisiana. Here we 
find real hostile opposition to our work. The 
priest holds the people in ignorance and su- 
perstition, openly cursing our Bible as a dan- 
gerous thing and our colporteurs as sons of 
Belial. Our Protestant churches are embar- 
rassed over the situation, and must have all 
possible help from the American Bible So- 
ciety. 

For the French in Louisiana we have but 
one colporteur, Mr. E. A. Curdy, Mr. F. R. 
Lormand and Mr. Jean Chauvie having gone 
to other work. There are about 240,000 
Frenchin Louisiana, most of whom are under 
the heavy yoke of Catholicism. 

Mr. Curdy has been working in Louisiana 
since last May, both in towns and rural dis- 
tricts, making New Orleans his headquarters, 
and he writes that he “realizes more and 
more the beauty and necessity of the effort 
of the American Bible Society.’’ Mr. Curdy 
continues: 


How I-Present the Bible 


““When people say, ‘We are not allowed to 
read Bibles,’ I do not try to persuade them 
that they ought to read it. I merely say, ‘Oh, 
you are not allowed to read the Holy Bible.’ 
And before leaving the house I manage to 
read a chapter or two, preferably the passages 
dealing with the sufferings of Christ. Not un- 
frequentiy, Judas’ betrayal moves the hearers 
to tears. They look at each other, whisper- 
ing, ‘Que cest Beau! Wow grand!’ And 
they inquire the price of the great book. 
More than once in country places they have 
followed me to.their neighbor’s house to hear 
the reading of another chapter, asking me to 
read again what I read when I was at their 
house. 

‘Whenever Creoles can read they usually 
read English only. But every time I ask in 
what language I should read to them, they 


quickly answer: ‘In French! in French! We 


understand it better and it sounds nicer too,’ 


Education of the Children Neglected 
There is an astonishing illiteracy in some 


parts of southern Louisiana. Along a certain — 


bayou where the colporteur made one day 
thirty-seven calls, he was told in twenty-six 
homes that no one could read. “Nous, con- 
nars pas lire.’ Other bayous are still worse. 
Mighty is the power of darkness in southern 


Louisiana. A large number of Creoles neg-. 


lect to send their children to school, and some, 
borrowing the language of their ultramontane 


ee 
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ccousins of France, say loudly that children 
‘cannot learn anything valuable and truly use-

ful in the Godless schools controlled by the 
government. 
Among the Italians in Texas 


There are about thirty thousand Italians in 
Texas at present, and we have no colporteur 


for them, Mr. Rita having given up his work 
/at Houston.. He was able before leaving this 
work, however, to visit 1,220 homes and put 
541 Bibles in the hands of his people with 


whom he labored. 
Among the Mexicans in Texas 


Texas is so near the Republic of Mexico 
that many Mexicans cross the line. In fact, 
the railroads, truck farmers, and other inter- 
ests bring into this country carloads of Mexi- 
cans as laborers, because until the Mexican 
learns the amount paid the American wage 
earner, he works for less. So each year the 
number increases, until now we have just 
about 325,000 Mexicans in the State of Texas. 
Among these people we have two colporteurs, 
Luis V. Rodriquez, who works from San 
Antonio, and J. P. Rodriquez, of Floresville, 
Texas. Luis V. Rodriquez has been working 
for the American Bible Society three years. 
He has done good work and well understands 
the needs of his people. He says that he is 
convinced more and more that the greatest 
need of his people is to hear and know God’s 
Word. 
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Among the English 


One would think that with the great number 
of churches, pastors, evangelists, and workers 
in our district that every home would possess 
the Bible, but much to the contrary. There 
are hundreds of homes where God’s Word is 
not known and large areas where church bells 
are never heard. Take thesawmill districts of 
Texas and Arkansas for example, or the fron- 
tier of Oklahoma and west Texas, and you 
will find a dearth of the Bible and an indiffer- 
ence that is appalling ; but perhaps the sad- 
dest of allare the many Protestants in our own 
large cities, for even there is found a great 
need for the colporteur. 

Mr. C. I. Brown, of Crockett, Texas, is hav- 
ing much success among the lumber camps 
in the sawmill districts of eastern Texas and 
western Louisiana. He traveled many miles 
by horse and wagon, stopping in various 
towns, but spent the greatest part of his time 
in the rural districts. 

Mr. W. W. Adams is another one of our 
colporteurs among the English. His head- 
quarters is in Texarkana and he works in the 
vicinity, covering northeast Texas and south- 
west Arkansas. Mr. Adams had a great deal 
of experience in visiting, preaching, praying, 
and spreading God’s Word before he began 
the work of the American Bible Society, but 
desiring a broader field, he entered this work, 
and has been under its direction since last 
May. 


Among the Troops in Texas 


™* MORGAN’S report refers to the 
year 1910. Since that time large bod- 
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ies of United States troops have been encamped 
on the Mexican border, and it was highly de- 
sirable that special efforts 
should be made to give 
them the Bible. Mr. C. 
F. Atherholt, who was for 
years a regular soldier 
in the United. States 
Army, with special ex- 
perience as a recruiting 
sergeant, and now a local 
preacher of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, entered 
on this special labor with 
great enthusiam under the 
direction of Mr. Morgan 
of the Southwestern 
Agency. He has now 
reported at the Bible 
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House and will probably be assigned to 
similar duties elsewhere. His report of his 
work in Texas may properly follow the ac- 
counts of the Southwestern Agency. 


I found the troops, fourteen thousand men, 
scattered inthe camp on the plain close to Fort 
Sam Houston, Texas. They had an unprece- 
dented amount of rain when they first arrived 
and were drenched over and over again, and 
the mud there is of a peculiar consistency, so 
that if aman walks a few blocks he is tired 
out, for his feet have assumed the size and 
shape, approximately, of feather pillows. It 
was cool when the troops first arrived, but 
later on became hot enough to make up for it. 
The troops were in the best of spirits in spite 
of discomforts, because the most of them be- 
lieved they were going to Mexico. Later, as 
time went on, and the prospect for crossing the 
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Army officer, than whom there is no better in 
the world. I found Brig.-Gen. Hoyt, com- 
manding the Third Brigade of the Maneuver 
Division, a most kind and courteous gentle- 
man, most earnestly in favor of my work 
among the men. 

The rank and file lived in‘what is termed a 
“Sibley ’’; a conical tent accommodating 
about eight men. They were fairly comfort- 
able, with folding cots, blankets, etc. All 
branches of the service were represented. 
The men are provided with an abundance of 
good, plain, substanial food, and plenty of 
clothing. Taken asa whole, their officers are 
very competent, well-meaning gentlemen. 

These soldiers in our army are not a sepa- 
rate class; many of them are of good families, 
and some of them college graduates who, 
seeking an adventurous life out of doors, have 
gone into the army. Many of these young 


border became less rosy, some of them be- 
came tired of it. 

There were several detachments of cavalry 
scattered along the Mexican border; a troop 
here, a platoon there, a section in another 
place; but they were scattered over such an 
area that it was impossible for me to get to 
them. My time was quite taken up with the 
fourteen thousand regulars camped in the 
plateau near San Antonio. I made one trip 
to Galveston to visit the provisional force 
of heavy artillery stationed there under 
Brig.-Gen. Mills, and there I had the pleas- 
ure of revisiting the battery in which I 
served during the recent unpleasantness with 
Spain. 

Official permission was given me by Major- 
Gen. William H. Carter to carry on Bible 
work among the soldiers. I found General 
Carter a splendid specimen of the American 
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men, I-would say fully fifty per cent, came_ 


from Christian homes and had been in the 
habit of attending church and Sunday school 
before going to the army; but there was very 
little encouragement to live a Christian life in 
the army; in fact, a man going to church or 
doing anything of that kind is ridiculed. I 
found many of the men eager to get a Testa- 
ment. and a number of them already hadthem; 
but many had none. 

But I found on trying to sell the Testa- 
ments for cost, that unless I was right there 
within a day or two of pay-day, I could not 


sell them. The men wanted them, but they | 
had spent their money, most of them, within 


a few days after pay-day. I had thought of 
making a gratuitous distribution among the 


troops and had partly arranged to raise the ce 


funds in San Antonio to do so. On consulta- 
tion with others, however, some wise men 
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old me that the soldiers would appreciate the 
oooks more if they paid at least something for 
ihem rather than to accept them as free gifts. 
We then sold them to the colored troops fora 
nickel and to the white soldiers for ten cents. 
*inally aplan was evolved. I took written or- 
ders for the Testament, bound up in khaki es- 
pecially for them, at ten cents, with the name, 
dblace, and date printed on the cover. I sold 
nundreds of them that way. 

During the existence of Field Hospitals 
No. 3 and No. 15 Laveraged about two hours 
i day visiting the hospitals, talking with the 
men, reading to them, distributing Testa- 
ments,. etc. I distributed several hundred 
copies as free gifts to the troops in the hospi- 
-als and the jail, and to troops who were sud- 
jenly ordered back to their home stations, not 
ziving me an opportunity to canvass and sell. 

A number of Roman Catholics were willing 
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money. All I have got is a pocket knife. I 
will give you that for a Testament.’’ My first 
impulse was to give him the Testament for 
nothing, but I finally made the trade, and have 
turned in the pocket knife and some of the 
Regimental Exchange money to the Bible 
Society to be placed in its collection of curios. 

The thing that interested me most was the 
military prison at the Post, where one hun- 
dred men from many places were confined. 
Most of them were not criminals, but young 
enlisted men in the army who, becoming 
homesick or not finding it to their liking, had 
deserted. ‘The men in the prisons are taken 
out every afternoon and worked on the roads, 
etc., around Fort Sam Houston, under armed 
guards whose orders are in case of attempted 
flight to shoot to kill. I found many of these 
men eager to obtain Testaments, but owing 
to their being prisoners, and not being allowed

to buy other than the Douay Version, and 
also many Hebrews bought Testaments. In 
the latter case some of the other soldiers fa- 
cetiously remarked that they believed their 
Jewish comrades bought them because they 
were cheap, for they could recognize a bar- 
gain sooner than any Gentile that ever lived. 
One good Jewish brother said he did not 
want a Testament. A six-foot private at once 
stood forth, saying: ‘“‘You have enjoyed the 


Y. M. C. A., have used their stationery and . 


spent your evenings with them, and now you 
won’t buy a Testament. Put your name 
down for me, and do it mighty quick, or 
you'll get the finest beating you ever had in 
your life!’’ He promptly signed up for a 
Testament. In some cases not having money, 
brass checks or tokens issued by the Regi- 
mental Exchange would be given in pay for 
he Testaments. -One man said: ‘‘I have no 


a cent, they had no way of buying them. 
Their wants of course were supplied free of 
charge. 

Through the kindness of the Y. M.C. A. 
people I secured a portable organ and the use 
of an army wagon, to haul it down to the 
prison. I held services there Sunday after- 
ternoons and sometimes in the evenings dur- 
ing the week, securing different speakers. A 
favorite hymn with these men seemed to be 
one in the back of the book among the patri- 
otic songs, beginning, “‘In the prison cell I 
sit, thinking, mother dear, of you.’’ The pris- 
oners sang this lustily and some of them had 
really excellent voices. 

In these various ways, by sale and free dis- 


- tribution, I was able to-place about eighteen 


hundred copies with the troops. I was agree- 
ably surprised, in making my rounds of the 
tents, to find so many men engaged in read-

ing their ‘Testaments in their leisure hours. I 
have reason to believe that many men were 
led to attend church services and Sunday 
school through the influence of the Testa- 
ments which they secured through the Bible 
Society. 

Iam under deep obligations to the Y. M. 
C. A. and anumber of the chaplains for their 
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aid and assistance in the work of disributing 
the Word. I greatly appreciate their kind- 
ness. I have had a most happy four months— 
in the service of the American Bible Society 
among these young men, and regard it as a 
real privilege to have been able to be of 
some service to the men of the Maneuver 
Division.

From the Southern Seaboard 


HE forthcoming Annual Report of the 
Society will contain a full description of 
our work on the South Atlantic seaboard. 
This is conducted through the South Atlantic 
Agency, which includes the states of Virginia, 
West Virginia, North and South Carolina, 
Georgia, and Florida. During the year end- 
ing March 31, 1911, the circulation was nearly 
100,000 volumes—98,599 copies—which brings 
the total since the establishment of the Agency 
in 1907 to 205,903 Bibles, Testaments, and 
portions. This result has been attained under 
the supervision of the Agency Secretary, the 
Rev. M. B. Porter, and under the advice and 
co-operation of the Board of Managers of the 
Bible Society of Virginia, one of the oldest 
of our auxiliaries. Its work was until re- 
cently confined to the state of Virginia, but 
now is broadened to embrace the larger ter- 
ritory. 

We make room for some extracts which 
exhibit various phases of the work of dis- 
tribution as related by Mr. Porter and the 
colporteurs and distributers who are busy 
under his direction. Forty-five persons were 
employed in the distribution during the year, 


who spent 2,996 days in doing it, traveling 
more than twenty-five thousand miles, visit-— 
ing 33,460 families, of which they found 8,731 
without the Bible, and succeeded in supplying | 
2,700 families. These figures are, as usual, 
imperfect indications of the character of this. 
laborious undertaking. All classes in the 
community are met. - 

The pictures which accompany this article 
will suggest the sharp contrasts of social life 
and religious privilege which our Bible men 
must meet. Nowhere else is there a more 
interesting historical and religious tradition 
than in the Old Dominion. 

The logging camp and the mountain cabin 
challenge us to heroic effort quite as much as 
the primeval wilderness challenged its first 
invaders in the days of Pocahontas. The re- 
ligious and social life of Virginia still exist, 
and their historical memorials are found here 
and there through the state. 

The reports which follow have been fen 3 
somewhat at random, but we have endeavored 
to select such as would,in a general way, be 
typical of the work that is being done in the ; 
different sections of the Agency. 
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In Old Virginia 
Mr. Stagg, working in Virginia, 
rites: 

“Iam endeavoring to make all headway 
qpossible. I findsome grown-up whites among 
tthe poorer classes who cannot read. Many 
among this class do not seem to take more 
tthan a passing interest in things eternal, and 
iit seems difficult to get them interested in the 
“Scriptures. Of course there are exceptions. 
II shall keep trying. 

“You will see from the newspaper I mailed 
‘you that I have placed my stock in a window 
iin Main Street, opposite the post-office. My 
‘cash sales to April 7th are $10.21. I am get- 
iting more accustomed to the hills, though the 
‘work of ‘toting’ two grips is strenuous. 

ain: 1 ville the people as a rule are 
-church-goers, and are well supplied with the

Scriptures. . . . Business in all towns was 
almost at a standstill. Merchants in both 
places, L——ville and S——, complained. 


Mills at S—— had been shut down about two 


weeks. Two out of the four had not resumed 
when I left. Money was very scarce in both 
places. Some of the people would have made 


purchases (although they had either a Bible 
or Testament) if they had 
the means. Found few with- 
out the Scriptures. 

The colporteur does es 
always enjoy a bed ofroses. 
The cooking and fare is 
generally very indifferent, 
and beds hard as planks; 
but the Master had a harder 
time than any of us, not- 
withstanding he is the Lord 
Sf all.” 

We next find Mr. Stagg 
in C , where his experi- 
ences are much more pleasant. 
as follows: 


He writes 
“Met splendid men—good, cour- 
teous, hospitable people, who, like the noble 
duke for whom their town is named, vie 
with each other in their overwhelming man- 


ifestations of kindness. I am fired with 
enthusiasm for the work in which I am en- 
gaged, having pleasant experiences almost 
daily. I frequently turn to a chapter or 
Psalm and read; perhaps John 14, 1, 2, or 
Romans 8, 1, 2, 3, or first Psalm, to increase 
interest among the listeners, which leads to 


purchases when otherwise they would not 


buy. It is to be hoped that by such means 
they may be aroused from slumber and lead 
better lives. At the Junction, while reading 
aloud, a colored man who was looking ata 
Westament, handed it over with the request 
that I would read another chapter, adding, 
“Boss, I likes to hear you read.’”’ % 
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From West Virginia 


Mr. Fitzwater reports: ‘‘I feel not only a 
satisfaction but a joy for the privilege of 
helping the dear souls to the Word of God 
back in the remotest backwoods of Webster 
and Randolph counties of this state, where I 
have worked part of the past month. I also 
attended two county Sunday-school conven- 
tions—in Randolph and in Upshur—and the 
greatest gathering I have met in West Vir- 
ginia, that of the dedication of the Odd Fel- 
lows Home at E——, and also the Annual 
See of the Methodist Episcopal Church 
at 

They were all, each of them, great affairs 
for this region, and I have not been indiffer- 
ent to the opportunities thus afforded me for 
advertising and selling. I made a good 
‘hit,’ they say, in my short speech to the 
preachers at the Conference, and since then 
I have received a number of letters of in-

quiry from them. Some want a high-priced, 
large-type, India paper Bible. 

“TI certainly enjoyed those trips out to the 
logging camps of Webster and Randolph 
counties. I am going to all of them. On my 
trip to-morrow up the C. & I. R. R., I shall 
run out to the end of all the log roads. But 
this kind of work is attended by great sacri- 
fice and labor, and oftentimes danger. It is 
so much more blessed, however, to give than 
to receive, one thinks, when he sees those 
simple-hearted people get hold of a pica Tes- 
tament and see how eagerly they read it. 

‘“Recently I spent the night with a family 
in G . There were two girls and one boy, 
from eleven to thirteen years of age. These 
children soon became interested in learning 
the Lord’s Prayer. One of the girls had 
learned it in verse in a school reader. Each 
had some knowledge of it as recited in Sun-

day school. Not one knew it correctly. They 
all studied hard, and again and again one after 
another tried to repeat it before bedtime. And 
early next morning these three innocent chil-

dren, each eager as the other, were busy read- 
ing, reciting, learning the Lord’s Prayer. At 
last, before I left the town (for I had to leave 
the next evening), I had to go back and hear 
them all recite it perfectly.” 


The Work Continues to Grow in North 
Carolina 


The Rev. Mr. Gross, who has done good 
service during the year, although working in 
some very difficult territory, writes joyfully 
concerning his work. Some extracts from his 
report may be of interest. He says: 

“In writing a report of the work done by 
me, and my experience as a colporteur during 
the year 1910, I do so with a joyful heart, not 
because I feel that I have attained the high 
standard of a colporteur, but rather because 
I trust I have been instrumental in hastening 
the coming of his kingdom. Should not the 
Bible colporteur look upon his work in the 
way as does the preacher and the missionary, 
and ought not he to rejoice, as they, in what- 
ever work he may have been permitted to do, 
or in results that he may have accomplished ? 
As to results, only God can measure these. 
Still, I believe the number of Scriptures, in 
one form or another, distributed by me, is 
over three thousand copies.”’ 


Good Results in Georgia 
Here too we can report progress and expan- 
sion with regard to our work. ‘There has been 
a steady and hopeful growth in this ‘‘ Empire 
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State of the South,’’ as we have endeavored 
more thoroughly to develop our plans and 
carry out our programme for Bible distribu-~ 
tion in this great commonwealth. 

Mr. Haralson has been 
laboring in one of the more 
sparsely‘settled and less 
developed counties of the 
state. 

“As you already know, I 
finished the work in T 
County in the early part of 
the year, though I occa- 
sionally do a little work 
there coming back and 
forth to my work in H—— 
County. About the first of 
May of last year I began 
the work in H County, 
which county a railroad has. 
not touched as yet. Itisa 
county of some twelve thou- 
sand inhabitants, mostly 
white people. The greater 
part of them are engaged 
in farming, though there 
are a number of sawmills 
and shingle mills here. Quite a number of 
the people are tenants, trying to make a 
living on other people’s land. There is a 
great deal of ignorance among them. Fre- 
quently I have visited families in which 
neither the father nor mother could read, 
and have seen a number of grown girls and 
boys who could not read a line. I remem- 
ber spending the night with a family of six 
or seven, most of them grown. They had 
four old chairs, a nail keg, and two boxes to 
sit on. I managed to sell them a Bible; yes, 
two of them. We sat around the fire till bed-_ 
time. Of course they all used snuff. I de- 
cided that I wanted to pray with them before 
we retired. When I began to read some 
Scripture, the children (big ones I mean) be- 
gan to snigger—but I had ears to hear and 
didn’t seem to hear; eyes to see and not see. 
When I got through reading and praying, they 
had quit giggling andlooked quite serious. I 
hope they were thinking upon their ways. 3 

“At another time I visited a family that 
had no Bible and who said they had been 
keeping house nearly thirty-five years without 
one. Of course I supplied them by gift. Fre- 
quently I visit families who have grown chil- 
dren and no Bible in the house.”’ 


In the Land of Orange Groves 
The Rey. G. W. Hardaway, who has been 
doing efficient work in portions of Florida, 
reports as follows: — 


‘“ My field has been in parts of three coun- 


~~ 
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ties of south Florida—Orange, Osceola, and 
Polk. My work in Orange County was con- 
lined principally to Sanford and the hamlets a 
€ew miles out adjoining that town. My work 
in Osceola was limited to Kissimmee and the 
outlying hamlets a few miles distant. My 
work in Polk was principally in Lakeland and 
adjoining communities as far out as I could 
reach by rail, going out and coming back the 
same day. Many places a few miles from the 
railroad, where probably the largest work in 
the way of sales could be done, I was not able 
‘to touch, because I had no conveyance. Go- 
ing out with no larger supply than I could 
‘carry on foot, I could not travel any great 
‘distance from the starting point, nor keep 
‘with me anything like a full variety of books. 
Notwithstanding the limitations imposed by 
‘such circumstances, I would soon sell out and 
have to return to be replenished. 

““My method of work was to make an an- 
nouncement from the pulpit of the different 
denominations in the town, and publish a brief 
statement in the town paper with regard to the 
character of the Society and the service of- 
fered through its colporteurs. Under this 
plan I could usually speak at two or three 
churches on one Sabbath, and where there 
were from six to ten churches in a commu- 
nity, it would take me from two to five Sab- 
baths to get around. No 
difficulty existed about get- 
ting a hearing, only where 
the pastor had a special 
service on hand, or a special 
interest to present to the 
congregation. I visited 
the colored as well as the 
white churches, and found 
them always glad to hear 
of the Society and its 
work. I acceded to the re- 
quest made by the pastors 
of several of these churches 
and preached to their con- 
gregations, and on every 
occasion both address and 
sermon were received with 
the warmest appreciation.” 


In Conclusion 


Notwithstanding the pe- 
culiar difficulties in the 
way, we have great reason to believe that 
much good has been accomplished in the dis- 
tribution of God’s Truth among these people 
of foreign speech. This work is becoming 
more and more a problem with us, as these 
people are coming among us in ever-increas- 
ing numbers from practically all the leading 
nations of the Old World. The following list 
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not only proves this, but shows the foreign 
languages in which the Scriptures have been 
distributed within the South Atlantic Agency 
during the year 1910, to wit: Arabic, Arme- 
nian, Bohemian, Bohemian-Slovak, Bulgarian, 
Chinese, Choctaw, Croatian, Danish, Dutch, 
Finnish, French, German, Greek, Hebrew, 


Hungarian, Italian, Japanese, Roumanian, 
Ruk, Russian, Ruthenian, Servian, Slavic, 
Slovenian, Spanish, Swedish, Syriac, and 


Welsh. To accomplish this, we have had two 
regular colporteurs at work among the for- 
eigners—one in Wheeling, W. Va., and vicin- 
ity, and one in Tampa, Fla. Besides these, 
we have had the services of Mr. Stefano, in 
Clarksburg, W. Va., and of Mr. Frank Uher: 
ka, pastor of the Bohemian church near Peters- 
burg in Virginia. Then too, as far as possi- 
ble, we have used the services of our English 
colporteurs and correspondents, and through 
them have been able to reach with the Word 
of God many of these people. 

From Mr. M ’s report, who is laboring 
among the foreigners in and around Wheel- 
ing, W. Va., we glean the following interest- 
ing items concerning his work, which no doubt 
will be read with interest by those who chance 
to see this report. 

“The nationalities are mixed, and it is a 
matter of impossibility to state what nation- 
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ality predominates in this field. At one time 
you find mostly Slovaks, at another time the 
Hungarians are in the majority, and again the 
Poles are at the same place the dominant 
party. : 

‘“Ag to the religious life of the people, 
most of them profess to be Christians. Alas, 
too often all they have is the name. They 
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differ in confessions, but are one in ignorance 
of the principles of Christianity. I think the 
cause of this is that they did not have the 
Bible in their hands and did not study it. 
The Poles and Lithuanians are all Roman 
Catholics; the Russians, Servians, and Mon- 
tenegrinos are Greek Orthodox; the Slovaks 
and Hungarians are mixed—Roman Catholics, 
Lutherans, and Reformed. The Bohemians are 
mostly Roman Catholics, with a sprinkling of 
Protestants. The Ruthenians and Roumanians 
are mostly Greek Catholics. The Croatians 
and Slovenians are Roman Catholics.”’ 


Greetings from Central Turkey 


T is with pleasure that I extend to you the 
hearty greetings of our mission and thank 
you for your hearty co-operation in our work. 
We appreciate with deep gratitude the work 
of the American Bible Society, and we ear- 
nestly desire and pray for its extension and 
increasing success. 

We believe that there is no other means at 
present so successful in promoting the King- 
dom of God among the non-Christian races of 
this country as faithful and aggressive work 
in the distribution ofthe Bible. We appreciate 
especially the wisdom and energy with which 
Dr. Bowen, of Constantinople, carries forward 
his work as your representative in the Levant. 

We would urge that more attention be given, 
if possible, to colportage work. Dr. Bowen 
has .found a man for the Marash field who 
seems especially adapted to the work of Bible 
colportage. 

Not long ago he went to Kharne. In some 
way he came in friendly contact with the head 
teacher of the Moslem mosque, and was in- 
vited to attend the service just about to be 
held. After the service, through the kindness 
of the preacher, the colporteur was able to sell 
twelve Gospels to members of the congrega- 
tion. 

In a trip of a week into the Bazarjuk plain, 
he visited fourteen Moslem villages and found 
them, with but one exception, ready to receive 
him, to purchase books, and in some cases to 
have him preach to them. This is but one in- 
stance of what might happen in many sec- 
tions of the country. 

We rejoice with you in the splendid results 
of the recent campaign in America for more 
funds for the endowment of your work. May 
you with wisdom and vigilance press forward 
in the execution of your plans for the distri- 
bution of the Bible, not only in this land, but 
in every land.

AMERICAN BIBLE SOCIETY 
HE stated meeting of the Board of 
Managers of the American Bible So- 
ciety was held at the Bible’: House Thursday, 
August 3d, at 3.30 o’clock, Vice-President 
James Wood in the chair. 

Devotional exercises were conducted by the 
Rev. H. O. Dwight, who read a part of the 
Gospel according to St. Luke, after which he 
offered prayer. 

The resignation of the Rev. Henry Loomis, 
the Society’s Agent in Japan, on account of fail- 
ure of health, was accepted with regret and with 
appreciation of his service during thirty years. 

A minute was presented on the life and 
services of the late President Theophilus A. 
Brouwer, which was adopted unanimously by 
a rising vote. 

A letter of condolence and sympathy on the 
death of President Brouwer from Secretary 
Ritson, on behalf of the Committee of the 
British and Foreign Bible Society, was read, 
and the Secretaries were requested to express 
to Mr. Ritson the warm appreciation of the 
Board of Managers. 

The Secretaries reported the following con- 
signments to the Foreign Agencies in July: 

Brazil, 10,000 volumes, value $518.81; Cen- 
tral America, 4,003 volumes, value $884.94; 
China, 478 volumes, value $87.97; La Plata, 
13,811 volumes, value $2,076.65; Mexico, 1,032 
volumes, value $321.92; Venezuela, 1,756 
volumes, value $154.94; West Indies, 6,232 
volumes, value $243.62. Total, 31,080 vol- 
umes, value $4,045.03. 

Issues from the Bible House in the month 
of July were 151,869 volumes.
